The outlaw strike of the 
railroad switchmen and allied 


worker* continues to spread today although the bulletin issued 
•t brotherhood headquarters at Chicago describes the situation 
M "catting up." Large bodies of men at Milwaukee, Indianapolis, 
Pittaburgh and Columbus have joined the strikers while smaller 
bodies in other railroad centers have quit work. In New York 
the ranks of the strikers hae been augmented by striking fire- 
men. 
Suburban service ia badly crippled, railroad officials ad- 


mit. Every effort is being made to keep through trains running. 
Switchmen working in the Hudson tubes of New York City have 
quit. 


Railroad and brotherhood officials declare that today is the 


peak of the strike and that there will be great deflections from 
the ranks of the strikers by tomorow night. 
They claim that a 


large number of the original strikers at Chicago have returned 
to work. Thousands of workers in the major industries of the 
country are idle as a result of inability to obtain fuel and mater- 
ial. It is estimated that there are at least twenty-five thousand 
switchmen and other railroad men on strike. 


The government at Washington made no announcement to- 


day as to any possible federal action that might be taken on the 
strike.

DELAY MAY BRING ITS DEFEAT 


CHICAGO, 1IL, April 10—The switchmen's strike was de- 


scribed in a bulletin at the main office of the Railroad Brother- 
hoods here this morning as "easier in Chicago but worse in other 
sections of the country." 


President Grunau, head of the irregular union which started 


the strike would not admit that the situation was getting beyond 
his control in Chicago and offset the claims of the brotherhood 
by saying that applications had been received last ni^ht from 
twenty-five locals for charters. 
, 


Representatives of the brotherhoods who are fighting the 


radical organization declare that the strike will "burn itself out" 
in » »h«rt time as there was nothing to be gained by the newly 
forme* untom. Th**e same representatives were inclined to con- 
done the action of some of the strikers because of the boost in 
rentals and food stuffs in their communities. 


NEW YORK, April 10—The strike of switchmen and allied 


workers waa growing more serious in the New York City and 
Jersey yards. 
Passenger traffic has been crippled owing to sev- 


eral hundred locomotive flremen joining the ranks of the striking 
switchmen yardmen and wharf employees. 


BUFFALO, N. Y., April 10—Thousands of additional men 


were thrown out of work this morning by the continuation of the 
railroad strike. 
All the furnaces of the Lackawanna Steel Com- 


pany have been banked but the blast furnaces. Many other in- 
dustries have been forced to close down. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 10—Senate leaders of both par- 


ties were prepared today for a long and tedious battle over the 
peace resolution which was passed in the House last night. 
Senator Lodge of the Foreign Relations Committee said today 
that the peace resolution will be called up as early as convenient 
next week. Senators Knox and Hitchcock are both absent from 
tht capital today and while Knox has agreed to come back on 
call there is no promise from Hitchcock as to when he will re- 
turn. Lodge has announced that he will wait for the return of 
Senator Knox but will r.ot delay proceedings waiting on Hitch- 
cock. The peaej resolution will pass the senate by only a nar- 
row margin and a continued delay, if it lesulla^in the change 
of only ope or two votes, may defeat the measure.

The recommit mo- 
tion proposed !he adoption of a substitute for thi peace -esolu- 
tion which, without icference to the quesioon of making y-eaee, 
would have terminated on the date the substitute became effec- 
tive, all of the war statutes, which, under their own terms, 
ceased to be operative with the declaration of peace. 


Only three Democrats deseited their leadeis on the recom- 


mit motion, while the s?me two Republicans who voted against 
passage of the le&olution, joined with the Democrats in sup- 
porting the motion. 


The resolution now goes to the senate where the Demo- 


cratic leaders have announced they will use every parliamentary 
means to prevent favoiablo action. In the event of its ultimate 
passage by the senate the Democrats have been advised, Presi- 
dent Wilson will veto it. 


On the basis of the number of representatives present and 


voting today Chairman Porter of the Foreign Affaiis committee, 
estimated the Republicans would be appioximately 23 additional 
votes to override the veto. The Democrats assert that this will 
be impossible. 


Passage of the peace icsolution came at the end of 12 hours 


or two full days of debate, which from the outset developed in- 
tense partisan bitter. The "big guns" on both sides were re- 
served for the grand finish. Stirring scenes marked the hurl- 
ing of their oratorical barrage back and forth across the aislee, 
with, Democrats and Republicans alike as the time for voting 
drew near.

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SWITCHMEN STRIKE IS SPREADING TO 
HAS REACHED PEAK SAYS BROTHERHOO 


The outlaw strike of the 
railroad switchmen and allied 


worker* continues to spread today although the bulletin issued 
•t brotherhood headquarters at Chicago describes the situation 
M "catting up." Large bodies of men at Milwaukee, Indianapolis, 
Pittaburgh and Columbus have joined the strikers while smaller 
bodies in other railroad centers have quit work. In New York 
the ranks of the strikers hae been augmented by striking fire- 
men. 
Suburban service ia badly crippled, railroad officials ad- 


mit. Every effort is being made to keep through trains running. 
Switchmen working in the Hudson tubes of New York City have 
quit. 


Railroad and brotherhood officials declare that today is the 


peak of the strike and that there will be great deflections from 
the ranks of the strikers by tomorow night. 
They claim that a 


large number of the original strikers at Chicago have returned 
to work. Thousands of workers in the major industries of the 
country are idle as a result of inability to obtain fuel and mater- 
ial. It is estimated that there are at least twenty-five thousand 
switchmen and other railroad men on strike. 


The government at Washington made no announcement to- 


day as to any possible federal action that might be taken on the 
strike. 
It has not yet been Cecided by the attorney genera!

DELAY MAY BRING ITS DEFEAT 


CHICAGO, 1IL, April 10—The switchmen's strike was de- 


scribed in a bulletin at the main office of the Railroad Brother- 
hoods here this morning as "easier in Chicago but worse in other 
sections of the country." 


President Grunau, head of the irregular union which started 


the strike would not admit that the situation was getting beyond 
his control in Chicago and offset the claims of the brotherhood 
by saying that applications had been received last ni^ht from 
twenty-five locals for charters. 
, 


Representatives of the brotherhoods who are fighting the 


radical organization declare that the strike will "burn itself out" 
in » »h«rt time as there was nothing to be gained by the newly 
forme* untom. Th**e same representatives were inclined to con- 
done the action of some of the strikers because of the boost in 
rentals and food stuffs in their communities. 


NEW YORK, April 10—The strike of switchmen and allied 


workers waa growing more serious in the New York City and 
Jersey yards. 
Passenger traffic has been crippled owing to sev- 


eral hundred locomotive flremen joining the ranks of the striking 
switchmen yardmen and wharf employees. 


BUFFALO, N. Y., April 10—Thousands of additional men 


were thrown out of work this morning by the continuation of the 
railroad strike. 
All the furnaces of the Lackawanna Steel Com- 


pany have been banked but the blast furnaces. Many other in- 
dustries have been forced to close down. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 10—Senate leaders of both par- 


ties were prepared today for a long and tedious battle over the 
peace resolution which was passed in the House last night. 
Senator Lodge of the Foreign Relations Committee said today 
that the peace resolution will be called up as early as convenient 
next week. Senators Knox and Hitchcock are both absent from 
tht capital today and while Knox has agreed to come back on 
call there is no promise from Hitchcock as to when he will re- 
turn. Lodge has announced that he will wait for the return of 
Senator Knox but will r.ot delay proceedings waiting on Hitch- 
cock. The peaej resolution will pass the senate by only a nar- 
row margin and a continued delay, if it lesulla^in the change 
of only ope or two votes, may defeat the measure.

HEN Grorer Cleveland, a great 
Democratic president of the 


United States, uttered these words, he 
crave a promise for the present and 
for the future. 
He *ald "We shall 


teach." 
He did teach and he contin- 


ued to teach the Americanism in which 
lie was so fervid a believer. Since Ms 
day it has been taught, and under 
Providence Americans will continue to 
teach It until the end of time. 


The Americanism upon which Cleve- 


land was dwelling was that and Is that 
\vhloh was confided, as he puts It, as a 
heritage from the American genera- 
tions of the past unto the generation 
of the present In which he lived. Cleve- 
land knew, as all reading and think- 
ing men knew and know, that the 
heritage of true liberty, which Is the 
heritage of true Americanism, cam* 
donn from the Fathers, and that In 
its essence It was the smnc ID the 
speaker's day that It was In the da; 
wlien It first found voice. 
It Is the 


same today. 


Americanism has been given Into j 


the patriotic keeping and lining care 
of the people. Cleveland puts tills In 
another way, but It means the same 
thing. Be speaks of the heritage hnv- 
Ing been committed Into the keeping 
of true Americanism, therefore It Is 
that true Americanism la In the keep- 
in;; of Itself and of its fellowship of 
believers. 
A good many other tunas 


have been called hy unthinking men 
Americanisms. 
Men's 
thoughts on 


what constitute true Americanism may 
differ, but in the end they come togeth- 
er ID the one thought, that the essen- 
tial Americanism is that which keeps 
this country what the Fathers Intended 
It to be—a place of law, order and lib- 
erty. 


The necessity for teaching that this 


heritage of liberty of ours has been 
founded to us from generation to gen- 
eration and that it Is as precious now 
as ever, seemingly, but perhaps only 
seemingly, is sharper today I him It 
has been In many years. There have 
been times before this when some men 
despaired of liberty. 
There are al- 


ways hopeless ones among us. 
It is 


those who know the priceleasuees of 
the heritage which has come clown to 
us, nnd who know that men of under- 
standing will not throw it an ay, who 
always are ready to eater Into the field 
to combat the doctHnes of either 
rnose who would give way sunpiy De- 
cause they despair or'those whose de- 
sire and Intention Is to destroy It.
